“These treaties having now ‘been 
proved by Germany and Austria, 
n the one hand, and by at least three 
pf the allied and associated powers on 
he other hand, await only the ex- 
hange of ratifications to enter into 
ull force and effect. 
“I fervently ¢rust that the provi- 
ons of these treaties, marking as 
hey do the termination of hostilities, 
ay usher in gor humanity an era in 
which great 'wars may {be prevented 
nd the blessings of tworld peace ef- 
ectually secured,

The equipment to be purchased in- 
cludes Weir feed pump, with steam 
connection, exhaust, suction and dis 
charge, at a cost of $2,000; two sets 
{of bladings for 2,000 and 4,- 
000 K.-W. turbines, to cost §5,- 
000, and changing stokors of 
the 400 h.p. boiler to provide increas- 
ed steam capacity for both plants, 
the cost of which is estimated at $1,- 
500. 

The preliminary report on the power 
jhouse supplied by Messrs. Cunning- 
{ham and Brown of Calgary, was re- 
jferred to the utilities committee for 
consideration, 

Power House and Hydro Company. 

Ald. McLennan asked how the city

H.R-H. WELCOMED 
TO STATES AT 
ROUSES POINT 


No Formality or Speech-Making 
in Connection with Prince’s 
Initial Welconie 


ROUSE'S POINT, N.Y., Nov. 10.— 
The Prince of Wales entered the United 


States tonight and received his first in 


welcome to the republic at this little 
out-of-the-way New York town. Of- 
ficlally he was greeted by Secretary 
of State Lansing, with a staff of ad- 
mirals and generals in attendance, 
and the famous band of the 63rd U. 
8. infantry, which played “God Save 
‘the-King,’"- Pe hee ven 

Unofficially he received a far more 
boisterous welcome from the 2,000 
{habitants of Rouse's Point, who had 
waited patiently for hours in the bleak 
north wind to cheer the nation’s guest. 

The special train carrying the young 
Prince, crossed the Canadian border 
shortly after eight o'clock and a few 
minutes later pulled into the station 
here. Secretary Lansing's train had 
arrived an hour previously. 

There was no formality or speech 
making in connection with the prince’s 
initial welcome.

OTTAWA, Nov. 10.—Parliament 
Prorogued at five o'clock this after- 
noon. The ceremony, which was 
scheduled to take place at half past 
four, was delayed half an hour by 
a last minute amendment to one ot 
the government proli-biton bills. Busi- 
ness in the commons was practically 
concluded at twelve o'lock, and the 
Louse suspended until three. On re- 
assembling, it was found that the pro- 
hibition bills were not yet through 
the senate, go a further suspension 
was declared until four o'clock. 

Supply Bill 

At the morning session, the com- 
mons passed the supply bill amount- 
ing tc #xty two million defars, and 
put through some minor Dills, A 
certain amount of time was devoted 
to answering minor questions, Mr. 
F, L, Davis, Neepawa, asked Hon, C. 

Doherty, who was leading fhe 
government, if it had been decided 
wen the house would meet again, 
Mr. Doherty replied that while the 
date obviously could not be stated 
now, the house would meet again 
early in 1920,

one which he was to approve, 

Mr. Doherty replied that the gov- 
ernment would set Canada’s naval 
policy and parliament would approve 
ot it. Admiral] Jell.coes suggest.ons, 


however, would undoubtedly be of 
great value in drawing up a naval 
belicy, 


Hon. MacKenzie expressed the re- 
egret of members of that side of the 
house that itllnesg had compelled the 
absence of Sir Robert Borden during 
the greater part of the session. He 
esked Mr. Doherty if he. could give 
any information as to the wrima 
minister's cond-tion.

OTTAWA, Noy. 10.—The govern- 
ment's two prohibition bille were suc- 
cessful in running the gauntlet of the 
upper chamber before the prorogation 
of parliament today. The bill to amend 
the Canada temperance act by making 
provision for provincial plebiscites on 
the petition of the legislature to decide 
on the matter of the importation cf 
liquor, came in for the most criticiam. 
An amendment moved by Senator Ros# 
of Middleton, N.S., to defer consider- 
ation of the matter until the next ses- 
sion of parliament was negatived on 
a vote of 18 to 12 and the second 
reading declared carried on the same 
division, the vote being as follows:

Just how this sup- 
position follows the premises no 
one has yet undertaken to explain, 
That would seem to be strictly in 
order, for the ordinary mind the 
connection is missing. If one were 
drawing plans to disorganize hu- 
man society, and to sensrate 
people into packs, each seeking to 
devour the others, this arrange- 
ment of segregating men and 
women into groups.on the sordid 
basis of class greed would seem to 
be admirably adapted to the pur- 
pose. But to suppose that ordered 
government, or even social peace, 
would follow any such arrange- 
ment is to suppose that peaco 
would follow and the general ad- 
vantage be promoted if the doors 
of the cages were opened and all 
the animals in the menagerie were 
invited to fall unon each other. 

Selfishness is the common motive 
of human action. Civilization ex- 
ists because, and in so far as per- 
sonal and class selfishness is 
suppressed in behalf of the general 
good, Government is the means 
by which that suppression is made 
possible. To make government 
itself*the instrument of class in- 
terest instead of the controller of 
it—is to break down the condi- 
tions upon which civilized society 
exist.

Armistice Day and Its Recollections

‘‘Germany Accepts Terms. Great World War Is Brought to 

An End.’’ Such were the headlines and the following is the news 
that conveyed to Edmontonians, just one year ago today, the fact 
that the greatest struggle in all history had ceased: ‘‘Washington, 
Nov. 11th—-The world war will end this morning at 6 o’clock, 
Washington time, 11 o'clock Paris time, The armistice was signed 

by the German representatives at midnight,’ 

And so it was that residents of this city received the glad tidings 
Whistles blew and people went wild—just similar to other peoples 
in other parts of the Allied world. But we were scarcely able to grasp 


the meaning. More than four fears of strife had caused war or the ; 


news of war to become a part of the daily life. Youngsters had passed 
through the adolescent stage to enter into army service. 
growing to be men and to be soldiers, For such was a part of the life. 
Many were soldiers and our country was waging a conflict for right. 
And it was a conflict we thought would never cease. We knew that all 
things must have a beginning and an end—but the war—the terrible 
battle of men against men on those plains of France and Flanders had 
been on so long, seemed so far from the end of its tether that it was 
difficult to realize that it would ever terminate. But it did, just one 
year ago today—the First Anniversary of which we are celebrating 
now.

Patrols Push Forward, 


Patrols of the Fourth Canadian 
Division then pushed forward during 
the night and ascertained that the 
enemy was withdrawing. In the early 
morning our troops had completely 
cleared Valenciennes and Marly, and 
patrols had entered St. Saulva. The 
advance was continued in face of 
stubborn resisiance from enemy rear- 
guards throughout November 2nd, on 
the whole corps front and by night- 
fal had reached the line, Marly, St. 
Saulve, Bas Armarais, Raucourt Chat- 
eau, all inclusive. On the front of 
the Third Canadian Dgision the ad- 
vance was particularly difficult, the 
country being under water except 
where railway embankments, slag 
heaps, anal houses stood up out of 
the flood and afforded excellent cover 
for enemy machine gunners and rifle 
men, 

Some stiff fighting took place when 
the advance was continued on Nov. 
8rd, but :n spite of this good progress 
was made, especially on the right on 
the front of the 1lth Canadian In- 
fantry Brigade, where the line was 
advanced three thousand yards, and 
the village of Estreux captured. Pro- 
gress on the left was necessarily 
slower owlng to the flooded nature of 
the ground. The front of the Third 
Canadian Division had now become 
very extended, and on the night of 
the 3-4th, a portion of it from Odomez 
to Fresnes—apout a mile in extent— 
was handed over to the 62nd D-vision. 

On November 4th the line was car- 
ried forward about two miles on the 
front of the Fourth Canadian Divi- 
sion. The Third Canadian Division 
was ast-ll forcing its way through

@ strong’ point east of the Canal de

Dur.ng the early hours of Noyem- 
ber 5th. the Third Canadian Division 
entered the town of Vicq, following 
the capture of two points of local tac- 
tical importance west of the town, 

The Fourth Canadian Division at- 
tacked on November 6th, and, clear- 
in Rombies and the southern part of 
Quarouble, cross the River Annelle 
between Rombies and March'pont, the 
enemy fiehting very stubbornly to 
prevent our crossing, By this advance 
the first troops of the Canadians corps 
crossed into Belgian territory, the 
Aulelle river being the boundary at 
that point. 

The advance was resumed on Nov. 
6th, and important progress made 
The villages of Marchipont, Baisieux 
and the southern portion of Quiev- 
rechain were taken by the Fourth 
Canadian Division, while the Third 
Canadlan Division took the railway 
station and glassworks at Quievre- 
cha'n and the northern part of the 
v'llage, and also captured Crespin fur- 
ther north, 

Forced to Withdraw 

The enemy's resistance was very 
stubborn, The 22nd Corps on the 
right were forced to give up a por- 
tion of the ground gaine@and to with- 
draw to the west bank of the Honelle 
River at Angre, in the face of sevare 
counter-attacks. The Second Canadian 
Division relieved the Fourth D'vision 
during the night of 6-7, and the lat- 
ter was drawn to rest in the Anzin- 
Aubry area, just west of Valenciennes, 
On our right we were now getting in- 
to the heart of the Belgian coal dis- 
trict—a thickly populated area, where 
the numerous towns and y'llages, the 
coal mines and the commanding slag 
hea-~ comnplicated the task. 

The Second and Third Canadian M- 
visions attacked on the morning of the 
7th and, although ‘by this time the 
weather had broken and the country 
j\was rapidly becoming waterlogged, 
good progress was made during the 
day, the enemy showing increasing

The Second Cana- 
jdian Division met with strong opposi- 
tion, Good progress was made, how- 
ever, and by nightfall the important 
village of Dour and the smaller vil- 
lages of (Bois-de-Boussu, Petit Hornu, 
Bois-de-Epinois and a portion of the 
Bols-de-Leveque were cleared, 
Resuming the advance on the 8th, 
the Second Canadian Division cap- 
tured Warquingnies, Champ-des-Salt, 
|Peiti Wasmes, Wasmes-Paturages, La 
Bouverie, Lugies, Frameries and Genly 
with litle opposition, The advances 
made by thig division was over four 
miles through densely populated 
areas, the twin towns Wasmes-Patur- 
ages combined, having a population 
of about thirty-thousand people. By 
nightfall the Second Canadian Divi- 
sion was clear of the main mining 
district. 
The Third Canadian Division hadi 
on its left front crossed the River 
Haine during the night. north of Mon- 
treull-sur-Hainé, and later secured a 
hold on the north bank of the Conde- 
Mons Canal—near Le Petit Crepin. 
During the afternoon further troops 
were sent across the cana] and the 
villages at Petit Crepin, Ville Pommer- 
euill Hautrage and Terte were taken. 
Further west, the patrols which had 
crossed the canal on ‘the previous day, 
entered Potmmereuill and Bernissart. 
The Third Canadian Division had 
also occupied Boussu, on its right, be- 
fore daylight on the 9th, and rapid 
progress was made during the day 
toward Mons, the villages of Cuesmes 
and St. Ghislain all being captured. 
The rapidity of our advance had evi- 
dently surprised and disorganized the 
enemy, although some opposition was 
met, 
| By the morning of November 10th, 
‘the 52n¢ Division had advanced and 
relieved that part of the Third Can- 
adian Division operating north of the 


left boundary of the Canadian Corps, | 


The Third Canadian Division's ad- 
vance on the 10th brought out troops 
to the eouthwestern outskirts of Mons, 
while the Second Canadian Division 
had reached the Mons4Givry road, 
outflanking the city from the south, 
but owing to the large number of 
civillans present, it was not possible 
for us to bombard the town. To the 
north of the Conde-Mons Canal, a 
further advance was made and the vil- 
lage of Fosse of Ghlin secured, 


All Resistance Broken, 

During the night of November 10th 
and 11th. the divisions resumed their 
jadvance and immediately after dark, 
troops of the Seventh Canadian In- 
fantry Brigade commenced to close 
tin, The Villages of Niny and Petit 
Niny were quickly captured and an 
entry into Mons by way of the railway 
station was effected before midnight. 
By 6 a.m, on the morning of Noyem- 
ber 11th—the day of armistice—the 
stubborn machine gunners resistance 
had been broken and the town cleared. 

The Second Canadian Division, had 
jduring the night, taken the Bois-le- 
|Haut, a wood crowning a large hill on 
jthe southeastern outskirts of Mons, 
thus securing the right flank of the 
Third Canadian Division The cap- 
ture of this high ground forced upon 
the enemy a further retirement and 
our troops «till pressing on, reached 
and captured St. Symphorien and hg. 
Barthelmy ‘by 8 a.m. 

Cessation Made Known, 

In the meantime word had been re- 
jeeived through the First Army ‘that 
hostilities would cease by 11 a.m, on 
November 1ith, the armistice having 
been signed in acceptance of our 
terms. To secure a satisfactory line 
of defence for the city of Mons, our 
line was further advanced, and the 
Bois-d'Havre, Bon Vouloir, LaBru- 
yera. Maiseres, St. Denis and Obourg, 
were captured before hostilities 
ceased,, 

Between October 11th and Novem- 
ber 11th, the Canadian Corps had ad- 
jvanced to a total depth exceeding 
pinety-one thousand yards. through a 
country in which the enemy had de- 
atroyed railways, bridges and roads, 
and flooded large areas to further 
impede our progress. To the normal 
difficulties of moving and supplying 
a large number of men in a compara- 
tively restricted area, were added the 
[necessity of feeding several hundred 
{thousand people, chiefly women and 
{children left in a starving condition 
|by the enemy. Several deaths through 


starvation or suffering consecu- 
tive to privation, were exper- 
fenced in villages or the towns,

Grea ly Assisted Infantry 
In Wake of Hun Destruction 


Progress of Arm of Service 


Is Told Since Its Early Mo- 


bilization — Brilliant Feats of Bridge-Building Gave 
Engineers Glory and Official Recognition

On the formation of the 2nd, 3rd 
and 4th Canadian Diuy.-sions, three 
more field companies per division 
were added to the strength of the en- 
gineers in France. 

In 1915, ow:ng to the increasing 
application of science to modern war- 
fare and the consequent demands 
made upon existing eng-neer un.ts, it 
was decided to establish engineer 
compan.es which would be available 
for work in any part of an army 
area at the discretion of twe chief 
engineer, Army troops companies 
were the result; the lst and 2nd be- 
jing formed Ottawa in August of 
that year. These were followed -n 
June, 1916, by the rd, in January, 
1917, by the 4th, and June, 1917, by 
the Sth. 

The next development of the Cana- 
dian Eng.neers was the tormation o. 
the ist and 2nd Tramways Com- 
panies. This was made necessary by 
the ever-increas.ng size of the Cana- 
dian Corps, which demanded the most 
efficient and rapid method dY trans- 
portation from the rear to the front 
Lines. The Canadian Corps Trum- 
ways Compan.es_ constru¢ted and 
maintained about 75 miles of line in 
the corps area, and operated about 
'150 trains er day, representing a 
daily haul averaging 2,000 tons, This 

tonnage was made up of ammunition, 
trench munitions and supplies, evacu- 
ation of wounded, carr-age of reliefs 
,;and working parties, 
| Intantry Mcn Co-Operate 

Due to their comparatively small 
small numbers the eng!neers were 
unable at any time to undertake any 
task of magnitude without assistance. 
For instance, in the construction of a 
new trench, the actual d'gging was 
,carried out by -nfantry work.ng par- 
j ties under engineer supervision, This 
was sat-sfactory from an engineer 
standpoint, but hardly so to the in- 
fantryman, who, after doing his tour 
in the front line, would go into sup- 
port for a rest, and then be taken out 
l'on a working party, oftentimes more 
dangerous than a tour of duty in the 
front line. When the Canadian Corps 
was picked to be the spear-head of 
ithe British attack In 1918, it was de- 
cided that the engineers must carry 
out the'r work independent of the 
Infantry.

In fore ng the passage of the Canal 
du Nord, 16 bridges were put over on 
the Canadian front They were of 
every type—foot, pontoon, crib pler 
and heavy steel. The attack com- 
menced at 6.30 am., and by 8 a.m, 
guns were passing over the bridges. 


All these br dges were completed well 
wtihin the allotted time, T@. time 
taken to construct the heavy traffie 
bridges over the canal was 11 hours, 


For their services in this operation 
the com.-in-chief mentioned the engi- 
neers in his daily communique'’g for 
the firat time in the war while the 
British war office requested a detailed 
report of all bridges used in the bat- 
tle. In this attack so much depend- 
ed on the engineers getting their 


bridges across that the successive 
stages of the advance were timed to 
coincide with the promised completion 
of the different bridges. 
The span of the Canal 
was 108 feet. Other waterawys 
bridged were the rivers Scarpe, Co- 
jeul, Sensee, Canals de la Sensee and 
Escant or Secheldt. <As did the tn- 
fantry, the engineers brought thelr 
war to a successful close by building 
a bridge into Mons, 
| The part played by the engineers

HOLLAND WiLL 
NOT SURRENDER 
~ HORENZOLLERNS 


Unofficial Statement Is Issued 
Setting Out View of Govern- 
ment at Hague 


The Hague, Nov. 10.--Former Em- 
peror William came to Holland a year 
ago next Monday. During this time 
there has beer no demnad, officially 
or unofficially, for his extradition or 
delivery to the Allies, nor nae Hol- 
jland at all changed “ts viewpoint to- 
ward him, This was learned today 
from sources that are unquestionable, 
Holland's viewpoint as regards Wil- 
liam Hohenzollern may be stated as 
follows: 

“The Netherlands, which, jor cen-

London, Nov. 9.—(Associated Press) 
Premier Lioyd George's hint in his 
Guildhall speech on Sa‘urday evening, 
of an attempt to negotiate peace with 
Bolshevist Russia, has created a stir 
here, The anti-Bolshevist press is a- 
dignant over the suggestion. The Daily 
Mail scouts the idea as “shaking hands 
with a murderer,” and” ay ae- 
nounced the suggestion, which, it says, 
caused great excitement in political 
circles. The Telegraph and the Morn. 
ing Post are also hoatile to the pro- 
poval. 

Referring to the passage of the 
speech dealing with the possibility :f 
peace with Russia, the Chronicle, 
especial champion of the premier, de- 
clares it is ‘not free from obscurity, 
some may see in it,” the Chronicle 
continues, “a suggestion of returning 
to the Prinkip policy; we do not, how- 
ever, read it in quite that sense.” 

The Daily News, which is antagon- 
istic to the premier and strongly no 
favor of making peace with the Bol- 
shevists, accuses Mr. Lloyd George of 
inconsistency and insincerity In all his 
dealings with Russia, The newspaper 
contends the terms which the Soviet 
government is known to ve willing to 
accept are essentially reasonable. It 
declares a sincere attempt at peace 
ought to be successful, though, “if the 
Bolshevists meet with military suc- 
cesses, they may be tempted to put 
the price of peace higher than they 
are putting it today.” 

The determination of Labor to op- 
pose intervention in Russia, has at 
last taught the premier that Labor 
is more to be feared than a reactionary 
press, says the Herald, Labor organ. 
The newspaper calls upon Labor to 
force the government to make peace 
on the Soviet terms. 

Some commentators remark on 
what they call the apparent discrep- 
ancy between Mr, Lloyd George's 
treatment of the Russian problem and 
the speech of Winston Churchill in 
the House of Commons on Wednesday, 
in which the war minister demanded 
the fullest support of Admiral Kolchak

Many. Ranchers in Sout 
Country Now in Bad Plight 


Storms and Cold Weather Interrupt Supplies of Fuel and Food— 
* Coal Has to Be Hauled Many Milee—Hay Has Also to 
Be Transported Long Distances 


Cut off by weather conditions from 
their coal supply and through the 
same conditions prevented from haul- 
ing in hay, ranchers and homestead- 
erg Of the south country are experi- 
encing the worst situation at present 
in the history of that area, according 
to persons who have been down 
through the district. Jack Lingke has 
just returned from a trip through 
that area and snys that many of the 
ranchers are in desperate condiian 

“Added to the shortage of feed, 
which forced many of the small cat- 
tlemen to dispose of thelr herds and 
others to curtail their holdings to @ 
mére handful,” said Mr. Lincke, “the 
blizzard of a week ago and the con- 
tinued sveere weather has prevented 
haullng in of the necessary susten- 
ance for man and beast, 

Region Hardcat Hit 

“The region that is hit hardest Is 
that lying between Lethbridge, Ma- 
grath and the international boundary 
in the vicinity of the McIntyre lease, 
In much of this district homestead- 
ers must haul their coal from near 
Lethbridge by team, distances rang- 
ing from 20 to 40 miles, Due to feed 
shortage, it has been necessary to 
haul hay the same distance. 

“This hauling is generally done 
during the month of October, but this 


year 't was delayed until the latter 
nart of the month, and, due to the 
storm and exceptionally early snow 
and freeze-up, it will require hercu- 
lean efforts to move either fuel or 
hay into the affected district. 

“While the larger ranches, such as 
the McIntyre, Roos and other large 
outfits, have suffered only nominally, 
and this solely through the drouth 
that prevented crop production, the 
small man in many cases has been 
completely wiped out. In most o.ses, 
these homesteaders,hold from a <uar- 
ter to a section, and some leas: an 
add't'onal section. Following the dry 
season three years ago, most of them 
having few cattle leased their lands 
to sheep men, w:th the result tRat the 
grass was eaten to the roots. 

“Many men in the region hold that 
the area gshould never have been 
opened up to homesteading, but when 
it was held purely as cattle and horse 
range, a clamor went up that large 
and fertile nreas were being with- 
held from settlement. . As a result, 
the region was opened up. Three 
yeats of experience have now con- 
vinced many that the land ts suitabie 
only for grazing, and many are now 
seeking to dispose of their holdings 
and obtein land more suitable for 
farming.”

Moose and Deer—Heavy Demand 
Department—Severe Winter and 


High Prices Thought to Be Menacing Combination for Fur- 
Bearing Animals to'Stand Against. 


After three or four seasons of at- 

tempting to stalk big game through 
the woods and wilds with nothing 
more tangibie in the way of tracks 
than disturbed leaves and broken 
grass, the heavy fall of snow in the 
autumn (yessir, the calendar says 
go!) at hand ‘s more welcome to Al- 
berta huntsmen than it is to the 
growers of livestock and the thresh- 
ers of grain. 
Chief Game Guardian Benj Law- 
ton says that the season which open- 
ed on November let and closes on the 
night of December 14th, promises to 
be the best in years for Dig game 
hunting. Certainly a moose or deer 
couldn't very well ramble about in 
12, or 15 inches of snow and leave no 
tracks. Already there have been 
stor'es come to town of persons hav: 
inp, come face to face with the ani- 
mals ‘~ question in various sections 
of the north. 

Although it fg too early in the 
soagon to obtain any records of re- 
sults, Mr. Lawton says that demands 
are already coming back to the de 
partment for more big game licenses, 
in spite of the fact that dealers were 
sent the same number in most cases 
that were used in previous years, 
However, officials of the department 
fear that while sportsmen may bene: 


fit by the kind of winter now In prom 
pect, the high prices for fur and the 
nature of the season Is likely to have 
& harmful effect on the fur resources 
of the northland, once the hunters 
and trappers reach the height of their 
activities, 

As for bird game, Mr. Lawton ob- 
a@erves that the earliness of the winter 
cut down the toll taken by “rovincial 
gunmen, but the shooting was gener- 
ally ~ood while it lasted, The season 
for bird game expires November 
15th. The practical extinction of the 
wild duck {fs not altogether improb- 
able, according to Mr. Lawton, after 
observing the situation during the last 
two or three seasons. If the natural 
breeding places of the ducks (small 
sloughs and ponds) continue to dry 
up as recently, the annual hatch of 
ducks will become lighter, and if no 
attempt at conservation is made dur- 
ing migration periods the presence 
of mallard on the continental menu 
mar become exceedingly rare. In this 


respect it Is porated out that wil? 
duck raising has been successfully 
earried on in parts of the United 


States during the last three or four 
years, and it is something which 
might profitably engage the attention 
of Albertans in favored sections of 
the province. 


Severe Snowstorms General 


Over West During Week End 


Winnipeg, Nov. 10.—Snow storms 
were general, almost the entire Cana- 
dian prairie west during the week- 
end. In this section at present one 
of the heaviest storms in years is in 
progress, Prospects are for tying up 
of transportation in the city and de- 
lay in the country. Three foot of 
snow has fallen so far in southern 
Manitoba, and this will benefit wide 
areas of light land that, for the past 
few seasons have had ineufficient 
moisture, In fact the heavy snowfall 
will do good all over the grain-grow- 
ing country. It is bad, however, for 
the ranchers of southern Alberta, and 
a report from Lethbridge says that the 
hard crust formed on new snow by 
heavy frost following a thaw make 
the outlook for stock worse than ever. 

Winter has come in the west & 
month earlier than usual.
